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It’s A Place To Live-And Money To Jingle Twice Monthly

The tragicomedy of the Terrace is very real. 
After a week of living there I found my feelings un­ 
controllably alternating between sorrow, anger, 
amusement and repulsion. 


Its colors of skins, its beards and goatees, the 
filth and poverty, the living conditions, and the little 
children who know no other way of life; these and 
the crimes committed there, and I, seemed to 
be in a world set apart from the rest of societ\ 
whose unconcern shamefully finds its expression in 
the simple words, “ That’s the Terrace.’’ 


Came From Florida 


It is more than just “ the Terrace.’’ I found it to 
be a festering sore of illiteracy, sloth and eco­ 
nomic crime. 
A prototype of the Terracite can be gained from 
a talk I had with a Negro man as we sat on a bench 
in front of his house. 
“ I came up here from Florida two years ago, 
he related, “ and I worked on a farm until I had a 
slight stroke. Now I can’t work no more.

That don’t cost me anything. 
“ I get food every month when the truck comes 
around and that helps. I eat a lot of sowbelly and 
beans. Sometimes I have pork chops. I ain t com­ 
plaining none, but some day I might well go back to 
Florida.’’ 
Many of these people I found “ might well go 
back’’ to Florida, Georgia, South Carolina and other 
points south. Whether this is their real hope, if re- 


turning to their native lands would be a dream come 
true, only they can say. 
My impression, after a week with them, is that 
they travel south numerous times eat h day 
in 
their minds. Physically they are going to stay in the 
Terrace so long as “ they take care of me pretty 
good’’ is allowed to continue. 


Something More 


I found that the urban and rural areas from 
which they came offered them little or no oppor- 


tunity for education. However the Terrace offers 
them something more valuable than education. 


It offers them a place to live, no matter how 
squalid, and money to jingle twice each month. And 
so they laze about, saving up their feelings, until 
the money comes and they turn into what some of 
their own people call “ wineheads” and “ hooligans. 


I found a paradox to these Terracites in a few 
who would raise their standard of living but claim

cision to close 95 bases and m il­ 
itary facilities including an un­ 
specified number of shipyards. 


M cN am ara said the sweeping 
actions will save $500 million a 
year and will elim inate 63,000 
jobs. The saving amounts to al­ 
most as much as all previous 
military 
closings 
since 
early 
1961. 
M cN am ara withheld identifi­ 
cation of the bases and facili­ 
ties until Thursday to give ad ­ 
vance notice to the com m uni­ 
ties involved. He declined 
to 
"say how m any shipyards will be 
closed.

The accord established that 
Laos was a neutral country. 
The reconnaissance missions,

Shortly 
after the 
reconnais­ 
sance flights 
began, a U. S. 
Navy pilot was shot down over 
Laos and on another occasion a 
Navy reconnaissance plane was 
struck by gunfire but returned 
to its carrier. 


The picketing and talks began 
at l l a.m. After the rabbis left 
the em bassy for talks at the 
State Department, the pickets 
continued their protests for an­ 
other two-and-a-half hours*. 
“ It was clear,” Rabbi F ier­ 
verker said after the embassy 
meeting, “ that the Soviet Un­ 
ion 
is 
concerned 
about 
the 
image it projects abroad. Those 
we talked to also seemed con­ 
cerned about the presence of 
the pickets.” 
Rabbi Fierverker said the of­ 
ficials denied there was any dis 
crimination in the Soviet Union 
and pointed to the large num 
ber of Jews who hold key posi 
tions in the country. 
“ We acknowledged there were 
great 
num bers 
of 
J e w i s h 
scientists, doctors and other pro­ 
fessionals in the Soviet Union,” 
the rabbi continued, “ but we 
persisted in our claim that Jews 
who wished to strengthen the 
religious 
identification 
of 
the 
Jewish group were experienc­ 
ing great difficulties.” 
Report Interview 
At the State D epartm ent the 
rabbis reported the interview to 
officials there and were briefed 
on “ the representations the gov­ 
ernm ent could and could not 
make in this m atte r,” Rabbi 
F ierverker reported. 
“ We also gave to the State 
D epartm ent the detailed list of 
our concerns, asking that the 
full weight of the departm ent 
be used to convey to the Rus­ 
sian government the deep inter­ 
est American Jew s have for the 
religious freedom of their co 
religionists in the Soviet Union.’

Tax Cut Second 
Health Care Bill Given Priority 


WASHINGTON 
will be health care first and a 
tax cut second for the 89th Con­ 
gress, 
which 
convenes 
on 


Jan. 4. 
President Johnson spelled out 
the priority Tuesday in urging 
House 
Democratic 
leaders 
to 
meet with com mittee chairmen 
and seek “ quick action” in the 
new Congress on im portant left­ 
over m easures, while he works 
on new legislative proposals.
